"A White Pebble." The word need in 1 Pet. 
2 : 3 and rendered $tone, is not the same word UBed 
in Rev. 2: 17. The paaphoi of Kev. means "pebble," 
which is small and receivable. 

"The Tree of Lite." Iu Rev. 22:2, we read 
that "on either side of the river was there the tree 
of life." "On either Bide" has been and is yet, a 
puzzle to many. How a tree can stand on "either 
side," or on both sides and in "the midst of the 
street" all at the same time, is a problem that gen- 
erally ie solved by the one overshadowing expres- 
sion that "with God all thingB are possible." But 
there is a more reasonable way out of the difficulty. 
The original for the tree ot life is atiz rav, which 
literally would be "great wood," or, in American 
parlance, ."great woods." This would settle the 
question in this way— that the "river ot life" runs 
through great woods ot the trees ot lite. This 
would do away with the (one) tree of life, and to 
my mind would be much more in harmony with 
the nature of things pertaining to that coming age. 
"The leaves of the tree were for the healing of the 
nations." The idea ot a great number of trees pro 
ducing leaves for the healing of the nations would 
be more reasonable than one tree; that is, in a lit- 
eral sense, which I things the proper understand- 
ing of it. 

"Exoept ye be circumcised and keep the law of 
Moses ye cannot be sBved," was the firflt falsehood 
enunciated among the apostles and the Christian 
Wligion, and it seems to me to be akin to the decree 
compelling perBons to "conform to the order" or 
they cannot be saved. Whether or not these lat- 
ter day traditions are traceable directly to that first 
innovation your deponent aaith not, but they do 
seem to me to be pf exactly the same nature, and I 
doubt not, of the same pareutage. 

Paul, in 2 Cor. 5 : 10 says : "For we must all ap- 
pear before thd Judgment seat of Christ, that every 
one may receive the things in body according to 
that he hath done, whether good or bad."

John 6 : 63, 'The tleah proflteth nothing." This 
being true, many that are following in the footsteps 
of their parents, join the same ohurob their parents 
belong to, and believe the same that their parents 
do, may be woefully disappointed. The promise to 
Abraham that he should be "heir of the world," 
was not to "him and hie seed" through the law, but 
through the righteousness of faith, for if they 
which are of the law, be heirs, faith is made void, 
and the promise made of no effect, Rom. 6 : 13, 14. 
When, therefore, we read the promises made to the 
fathers, they are to be understood as being made 
to them and their seed, not because they were cir- 
cumcised in flesh and were natural descendants ot 
Abraham, (for upon this principle Hbmael and 
Esau's descendants would have an equal hereditary 
right to the promise with the posterity ot Jacob's), 
but because they believed what God had promised 
them and evinced their faith in doing what be com- 
manded them, thus becoming Bnbjects of a righteous- 
ness which is by faith. And this is exactly what 
all must attain, — a righteousness by faith. Then 
all become the children of Abraham through faith 
in Christ Jesufl, and hence the adopted heirs to the 

promise. 

Now since we are reasoning of heavenly things, 
with a hope to make us bappy, let us also reason a 
little about physical things that may redound to 

the same end. 
Good health is conducive to happiness in this 

life, and hence, nothing interests us more 
than the attainment of that end. The rule among
